Of  the  amount  paid  out  on  higways,  the  Selectmen  expended 
$2,079.60  on  Irving  and  Hollis  streets  in  South  Framingham,  and 
$1,350.73  on  Elm  and  School  streets  in  Saxonville,  in  pursuance  of 
an  order  of  the  Commissioner  for  Middlesex  County. 

The  above  extraordinary  but  necessary  expenses,  were  not  includ- 
ed in  the  tax  assessment,  but  have  been  paid  out  of  the  ordinary 
resourses  of  the  town. 

One  source  of  expense  to  the  town  the  past  year,  has  been  very 
anoying  to  the  Selectmen,  namely,  the  lodging  and  feeding  of  a 
class  of  persons  called  "  Tramps."  These  persons  call  at  the  late 
hours  of  the  night,  upon  the  Selectmen  for  shelter  and  food,  and  it 
has  been  the  custom  in  Saxonville  and  South  Framingham,  to  refer 
them  to  the  keepers  of  the  town  lockups,  who  have  lodged  and  fed 
them  at  the  town's  expense.  Some  of  these  persons  are  undoubt- 
edly unfortunate  and  worthy  of  assistance  but  a  large  majority  are 
reckless  vagabonds.  We  trust  that  some  means  may  be  devised  to 
rid  the  community  of  these  pests  and  loafers. 

The  police  appropriation  has  been  over-drawn,  believing  that  to 
discharge  the  force  would  be  inexpedient. 

In  regard  to  the  financial  condition  of  the  town,  and  the  prospects 
for  the  future,  they  ought  to  be  considered  quite  satisfactory. 

The  public  buildings  belonging  to  the  town,  namely,  the  Town 
Halls,  Memorial  Hall,  Lockups,  and  School-houses,  are  all  in  an 
excellent  state  of  repair,  many  of  them  having  been  put  in  thorough 
repair  during  the  past  few  years,  and  but  little  repair  will  be  needed 
upon  them  for  a  number  of  years. 
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The  highways  are  also  in  good  condition ;  better  than  at  the  end 
of  any  previous  year  for  some  time. 

Many  of  the  bridges  have  been  rebuilt,  or  thoroughly  repaired, 
during  the  last  three  years,  and  they  will  not  require  but  small  ap- 
propriations for  a  number  of  years. 

The  valuation  of  the  town  May  ist,  1874,  was  $4,287,590.00. 

The  debt  of  the  town  may  be  steadily  diminished,  year  by  year, 
if  the  several  departments  and  committees  of  the  town  exercise 
economy  in  the  expenditure  of  the  moneys  entrusted  to  their  dis- 
bursement. 

The  expenses  of  the  different  departments,  in  detail,  and  the  full 
reports  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Town  Library,  Edgell  grove  Ceme- 
tery, Engineers  of  the  Fire  Department,  Overseers  of  the  Poor  and 
Registrar,  will  be  found  in  the  following  pages.

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REPORT  OF  THE  TRUSTEES 

OF  THE 

Memorial  Hall  and  Town  Library. 


The  Trustees  of  the  Town  Library  take  pleasure  in  reporting 
the  continued  prosperity  of  the  institution  under  their  care. 

The  present  number  of  books  is   Sj72S 

During  the  year  the  Trustees  have  purchased  .  .228 
Friends  have  presented   .       .       .       .       .  .22 

Total  additions  during  the  year,    .       .       .    250 

The  Librarian  has  charged  and  delivered     .       .  19,570 

Of  this  large  number  only  five  (5)  have  failed  of  being  returned. 
A  noteworthy  proof  of  the  efficiency  of  our  Librarian,  and  of  the 
general  carefulness  of  those  using  the  library. 

The  delivery  of  books  during  the  preceding  year  was  15,257,  and 
the  average  for  the  three  years  previous  to  that  was  but  10,917, 
making  the  number  for  the  year  now  closed  8,653  greater  than  the 
average  three  years  preceding  the  opening  of  the  Memorial  Building 
and  the  establishment  of  the  branch  deliveries  at  South  Framingham 
and  Saxonville. 

The  Trustees  have  watched  with  special  interest  the  experiment 
of  having  these  branch  deliveries.  It  seems  thus  far  to  have  been 
a  decided  success.  It  has  involved  an  increased  expense,  both  in 
carrying  the  books,  and  in  rendering  necessary  the  employment  of 
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an  additional  assistant  at  the  library.  The  thanks  of  the  Trustees, 
as  well  as  of  those  who  have  received  books  through  this  medium, 
are  due  to  Mr.  Fuller  at  Saxonville,  and  Dr.  Geo.  Rice  at  So. 
Framingham,  who  have  kindly  superintended  the  delivery  of  books 
without  charge.  We  hardly  ought  to  expect  them  thus  to  give 
their  time  and  service  indefinitely.  The  Trustees  are  very  desirous 
to  make  the  library  as  accessible  as  possible  to  residents  of  all  parts 
of  the  town.  Any  additional  expense  necessary  to  the  fullest 
success  of  these  branch  deliveries  we  are  still  confident  the  town 
will  cheerfully  sanction. 

Members  of  the  Board  have  made  some  progress  toward  the  pre- 
paration of  a  new  catalogue.  There  are  no  copies  of  the  last  one 
published  remaining  for  distribution,  and  a  new  one  is  needed  at 
the  earliest  possible  date.  But  the  steady  growth  of  the  Library  in 
size,  as  well  as  in  importance  as  an  educating  power  in  the  com- 
munity, seems  to  call  for  a  more  systematic  classification  of  the 
books,  involving,  possibly,  a  new  arrangement  of  the  books  upon 
the  shelves,  and  a  change  in  the  method  of  numbering  the  books. 
This  will  require  much  time  and  thought  on  the  part  of  those  who 
are  preparing  the  catalogue.  A  well  constructed  catalogue  is  as 
indispensable  to  the  highest  usefulness  of  a  library  as  a  good  index 
to  a  book,  making  it  far  more  available  for  all  practical  use.  The 
desire  to  make  the  work  as  faultless  as  possible  may  delay  its  com- 
pletion, yet  we  hope  it  will  be  finished  and  ready  for  publication 
during  the  coming  year.  It  is  the  earnest  wish  of  the  Trustees  that 
the  building  under  our  care,  with  its  library  and  reading  room,  may 
become  more  and  more  a  centre  of  thought  and  education  ;  a  more 
potent  influence  for  the  higher  culture  of  the  community.  That 
our  youth  graduating  from  our  public  schools  may  here  find  the 
opportunity  for  pursuing  any  department  of  study  ;  that  they  here 
find  the  means  for  supplementing  their  school  discipline  by  pursu- 
ing systematic  courses  of  reading  and  study  in  different  branches 
of  science  and  art,  —  in  general  history,  especially  in  the  history  of 
our  own  country  and  commonwealth.  With  this  in  view,  the 
Trustees  have  already  taken  action  toward  making  an  arrangement 
with  the  Framingham  Science  Association  to  place  their  cabinet 
in  the  Memorial  Hall,  and  to  hold  their  meetings  in  the  reading 
room.    A  beginning  has  also  been  made  toward  a  collection  of

Could  we  not  in  this  way  be 
gathering  valuable  materials  for  a  more  complete  history  of  our 
town,  which  may  some  day  be  written  under  the  auspices  of  this 
institution  ?  Those  centennial  celebrations,  which  have  already 
begun,  and  which  will  be  occurring  frequently  during  the  next  few 
years,  remind  us  that  Framingham  was  as  ready  in  those  days  as 
ever  since  to  respond  promptly  to  the  calls  of  country,  and  we 
ought  to  be  hunting  up  and  gathering  together  in  our  Memorial 
Hall  the  records  and  memorials  of  the  part  our  fathers  took  in  the 
struggle  for  Independence. 

The  Trustees  are  very  happy  to  learn  of  a  fresh  instance  of  inter- 
est taken  by  our  citizens  in  the  welfare  of  the  library.  They  are 
informed  that  the  library  is  made  the  residuary  legatee  in  the  will 
of  our  highly  esteemed  citizen,  the  late  Col.  Moses  Edgell.  Nothing 
will  come  from  this  source  during  the  life  of  Mrs.  Edgell.  Nor  can 
it  be  stated  as  yet  what  the  amount  will  be  to  be  received  at  her 
decease,  but  it  will  certainly  be  a  noble  sum. 

The  librarian  and  her  assistants  deserve  the  commendation  of 
the  Trustees  for  their  efficient  labors.  We  are  well  aware  how 
much  these  officers  may  do  toward  making  the  library  and  reading 
room  an  attractive  and  popular  resort  for  all  people  of  refinement 
and  culture,  and  we  congratulate  ourselves  in  securing  the  services 
of  persons  who  have  proved  themselves  so  well  fitted  for  the  posi- 
tion. 

The  Trustees  at  their  annual  meeting  voted  to  ask  for  the  same 
appropriation  as  they  received  last  year,  viz.,  —  twelve  hundred 
dollars.  1200.00).*

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with  the  usage  of  the  best  libraries,  alphabetically'  arranged  and 
complete  in  every  respect,  which  will  be  preserved  in  the  library 
and  extended  as  books  are  added. 

From  this  card-catalogue  he  has  taken  such  material  as  neces' 
sary,  and  has  made  a  manuscript  catalogue  for  the  printer.  In 
addition  to  this  he  has  formed  a  plan  for  a  re-arrangement  of  the 
books,  according  to  their  size,  by  alcoves  and  shelves,  thereby 
gaining  room  for  about  1,200  more  volumes  in  the  same  space  as 
before  occupied. 

This  plan  was  maSe  on  paper,  with  much  thought  and  care,  so 
as  not  to  require  the  transfer  of  the  books  until  after  the  annual 
closing  of  the  library.  The  plan  was  then  verified  by  actual  trans- 
fer, the  few  errors  carefully  eliminated,  and  the  manuscript  ready 
for  the  printer.  In  this  plan  all  necessary  provision  for  the  in- 
crease of  the  library,  under  the  same  arrangement,  has  been  made. 

When  one  considers  that  there  are  6,405  volumes,  many  of  which 
have  been  entered  on  the  card-catalogue  several  times,  under  differ- 
ent heads,  and  again  written  in  sheets  for  the  printer,  the  two  rec- 
ords compared  and  revised ;  that  the  re-arrangement  required  an 
entirely  new  numbering  of  the  books,  one  can  form  an  idea  of  the 
great  labor  and  care  bestowed  upon  this  work.  That  it  has  been 
successfully  accomplished,  we  believe  the  printed  catalogue  will 
show. 

This  work,  so  long  and  faithfully  continued,  with  so  much  intel- 
ligence and  pains  taking,  has  been  performed  by  Mr.  Hmd,  grafml- 
ously. 

We  think  that  the  citizens  of  Framingham,  while  admiring  the 
accuracy  and  convenience  of  the  new  catalogue,  will  have  a  due 
appreciation  of  the  generous  labors  of  the  compiler.  Mr.  Hurd 
has  been  aided  by  Miss  Helen  J.  Shaw,  Assistant  Librarian,  to 
whom  great  credit  is  due. 

In  accordance  with  a  vote  of  the  Town,  Mr.  Edgar  Parker,  of 
Boston,  is  painting  a  portrait  of  the  late  Moses  Edgell,  whose  mu- 
nificent bequest  to  the  library  is  well-known.  It  will  probably  be 
finished  in  a  few  weeks,  and  will  adorn  the  walls  of  Memorial 
Hall.

2ssing  an  almost  child-like  frankness  and  simplicity,  com- 
ath  strong  common  sense,  mature  judgment,  and  large  bus- 
mess  capacity,  based  upon  integrity  and  a  keen  sense  of  justice, 
with  a  hearty  interest  in  the  Town  and  its  various  institutions,  he 
has  always  been  active  and  faithful  in  public  duties  ;  having  a  ten- 
der heart,  under  a  somewhat  brusque  but  modest  exterior  ;  he  has 
been  unassuming,  but  judicious  and  liberal  in  his  charities,  kind, 
genial  and  social  in  his  intercourse  with  all.  Few  among  us  would 
be  so  much  missed. 

We  take  pleasure  in  again  commending  the  promptness,  interest, 
and  fidelity  with  which  the  Librarian  and  her  assistants  have  per- 
formed their  duties.  We  think  they  are  deservedly  popular  with 
the  public. 

The  Trustees  recommend  to  the  Town  the  usual  appropriation  of 
$1,200  for  the  care  of  the  Memorial  Building  and  grounds,  and  for 
the  current  expenses  and  increase  of  the  library. 

Although  the  publication  of  a  new  catalogue  makes  an  unusual 
demand  upon  our  funds,  we  hope,  by  economy  in  the  purchase  of 
books,  and  by  the  sale  of  catalogues,  to  meet  the  demand  without 
an  extra  appropriation  by  the  Town  for  that  purpose. 

The  re-numbering  of  the  books,  according  to  the  new  arrange- 
ment, makes  the  old  catalogue  useless  ;  and,  as  the  new  one  will  be 
sold  for  half  the  cost,  it  is  expected  that  patrons  of  the  library  will 
purchase,  as  is  customary  in  other  towns,  and  thereby  obviate  the 
necessity  of  an  appropriation.

A  large  share  of  the  "  balance  on  hand  "  belongs  to  "  The  Ladies' 
Fund,"  and  is  very  properly  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  Trustees  to 
be  devoted  to  the  ornamentation  and  improvement  of  the  grounds 
generally,  and  not  to  be  expended  upon  any  individual  enclosures. 
While  the  special  care  of  the  lots  belongs  to  the  owners  thereof,  the 
Trustees  would  again  express  their  earnest  desire  and  willingness 
to  so  co-operate  as  to  secure  an  economical  and  uniform  treatment 
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of  the  grounds.  The  recommendations  in  their  circular  of  Feb.  i, 
1872,  bearing  upon  this  subject,  complied  with,  would  add  to  the 
limited  funds  a  sufficient  amount,  and  attain  the  desired  end. 

The  town,  at  its  meeting  in  November  last,  upon  the  recom- 
mendation of  the  Trustees,  appropriated  money  to  purchase  land 
laying  on  the  northerly  boundary  of  the  Cemetery  grounds,  and  be- 
longing to  Mr.  W.  H.  Hastings.  The  proper  deed,  approved  by  the 
Trustees,  has  been  duly  executed  and  delivered  to  the  Treasurer  of 
the  town. 

By  a  deed  from  the  late  Col.  Moses  Edgell,  the  Cemetery  grounds 
receive  an  enlargement  of  nearly  three  acres  on  its  northerly  and 
easterly  sides ;  also,  under  the  provisions  of  the  will,  at  the  decease 
of  Mrs.  Edgell,  the  town  will  come  into  possession  of  a  very  large 
legacy,  to  be  used  for  the  construction  of  a  Memorial  Chapel  in  the 
Cemetery  and  for  the  annual  improvement  of  the  grounds.  The 
Trustees  defer  further  notice  of  these  gifts  until  after  the  town  shall 
have  taken  formal  action  as  to  their  acceptance.

The  late  generous  bequest  to  the  Town,  benefits  so  largely  the 
cemetery  grounds,  while  it  has  not  materially  changed  the  pur- 
poses of  the  Trustees  in  carrying  out  contemplated  improvements, 
but  has  of  necessity  caused  some  reviewing  of  their  plans,  and  conse- 
quent delay  in  executing  all  the  matters  desired  by  their  untiring 
and  generous  co-workers  —  the  ladies  of  the  May  festival  —  to 
whom  again  the  Trustees  desire,  in  behalf  of  the  Town,  to  tender 
their  grateful  acknowledgments  for  past  assistance,  and  ask  for  a 
continuance  of  the  same. 

The  Trustees  would  recommend  the  purchase  of  a  small  piece 
of  woodland,  laying  on  the  north  side  of  the  grounds,  and  belong- 
ing to  Mr.  T.  N.  Purrington,  for  the  purpose  of  straightening  the 
line,  and  thereby  giving  a  natural  brook  boundary  from  the  road 
to  lands  of  the  late  Moses  Edgell,  Esq.,  and  obviating  any 
necessity  of  fencing.  This  matter  is  brought  to  the  notice  of  the 
Town  in  article  27th,  of  warrant,  March,  1876.  The  Trustees 
would  recommend  the  expense  of  this  purchase  be  defrayed  from 
the  balance  of  funds  in  their  hands.  The  Trustees  have  caused 
stone  bounds  to  be  placed,  defining  the  land  donated  to  the  Town 
by  the  late  Moses  Edgell,  Esq.,  and  have  taken  some  steps  towards 
the  drainage  of  the  territory,  as  provided  in  the  deed,  Th^  be- 
quests and  devises  of  the  late  Moses  Edgell,  Esq.,  brought  to  the 
notice  of  the  Town  in  March,  1875,  and  referred  to  a  Joint  Special 
Committee  of  this  board,  and  the  Trustees  of  the  Library  have 
been  duly  considered,  and  were  reported  upon  to  the  Town  at  a 
recent  meeting  held  for  that  purpose,  at  which  time,  the  Town 
instructed  the  same  committee  to  secure  a  portrait  of  the  generous 
donor  to  be  placed  in  the  Library  building.  That  duty  is  being 
attended  to,  and  in  due  time  will  be  fully  discharged.

The  Librarian  has  charged  and  delivered  18,211  volumes  during 
the  year.    Number  of  books  missing,  6. 

The  library  continues  to  meet  the  wants  of  the  community  so  far 
as  its  limited  means  will  permit. 

The  reading  room  offers  a  pleasant  and  quiet  resort  for  those 
who  have  a  leisure  hour,  and  an  increase  of  interest  in  its  advan- 
tages is  manifest. 

The  branch  deliveries  have  been  in  successful  operation,  and 
thanks  are  again  due  to  Mr.  L.  F.  Fuller,  of  Saxonville,  and  Dr. 
George  Rice,  of  So.  Framingham,  for  their  gratuitous  superintend- 
ence of  the  delivery  of  books. 

It  was  stated  in  the  last  report  that  a  new  catalogue  was  in  prep- 
aration. The  Trustees  are  glad  to  announce  that  it  is  completed, 
and  in  the  hands  of  the  printer..  For  the  past  year  and  a  half  Mr. 
W.  Frank  Hurd,  Secretary  of  the  Board,  has  devoted  most  of  his 
leisure  hours  to  the  formation  of  a  card-catalogue^  in  accordance

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REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  THE 
BEQUESTS  OF  COL.  EDGELL. 


The  Trustees  of  the  Edgell  Grove  Cemetery,  and  the  Trustees 
of  the  Town  Library,  a  committee  appointed  by  the  Town,  March 
22d,  1875,  under  article  5th  of  the  Town  Warrant,  calling  said 
meeting,  have  attended  to  the  duty  assigned  them,  and  ask  leave 
to  report :  — 

Whereas,  Items  "seventh"  and  "tenth,"  of  the  last  will  of 
Moses  Edgell,  Esq.,  late  of  Framingham,  deceased,  make  the  fol- 
lowing specifications,  to  wit : 

ITEM  SEVENTH. 

From  motives  of  gratitude  to  the  citizens  of  my  native  town^ 
for  giving  to  their  cemetery  near  the  Centre  village,  the  name  of 
Edgell  Grove  Cemetery,  and  thms  perpetuating  a  name  which  has 
occupied  an  honorable  place  in  the  annals  of  Framingham  for 
many  generations  past,  but  which  by  my  decease  will  soon  become 
extinct,  I  hereby  give  and  bequeath  unto  the  inhabitants  of  the 
Town  of  Framingham,  and  their  successors  forever,  subject,  however, 
to  the  conditions  and  restrictions  hereinafter  named,  the  sum  of 
ten  thousand  dollars,  to  be  expended  in  erecting  in  some  suitable 
place  or  spot  in  said  cemetery,  a  building  to  be  used  for  funeral 
purposes  only ;  the  same  to  be  called  the  Edgell  Memorial  Chapel ; 
said  building  shall  be  constructed  of  stone,  with  a  slate  or  metal 
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purpose  hereafter  named,  but  upon  the  conditions  and  subject  to 
the  restrictions  herein  named,  as  a  fund,  to  be  known  as,  and  call- 
ed the  Edgell  Library  Fund.  Said  fund  shall  remain  in  the  hands 
of  the  Treasurer  of  said  Town,  or  such  other  person  or  persons  as 
said  inhabitants  may  elect  for  that  purpose,  he  or  they  giving  bonds 
as  directed  in  item  seventh.  And  said  fund  shall  be  invested  in 
the  same  manner  as  directed  in  item  seventh,  respecting  said  cem- 
etery fund,  and  the  income  thereof  shall  be  expended  as  follows,  to 
wit :  First,  not  less  than  one-third  of  the  net  income  of  said  fund 
shall  be  expended  annually,  by  the  Trustees  of  the  Free  Public 
Library,  now  located  in  the  Centre  village  of  said  Framingham,  in 
purchasing  books  for  the  same.  The  remaining  two-thirds  of  the 
net  income  of  said  fund  shall  be  expended  by  said  Trustees  in 
purchasing  books  for  the  use  of  said  library,  or  works  of  art,  suita- 
ble to  adorn  the  hall  or  library  room  in  said  Centre  village,  wherein 
said  library  may  hereafter  be  kept  and  maintained,  or  in  defraying 
the  expense  of  taking  care  of  the  same.  The  foregoing  bequest  is 
made  upon  and  subject  to  the  following  express  conditions,  to  wit : 
First,  no  part  of  the  income  of  said  fund  shall  ever  be  expended  for 
the  support  of  any  library  or  library  building,  or  for  the  purchase 
of  books  or  works  of  art  for  the  use  of  any  library  except  such  as 
shall  be  located  in  said  Centre  village.  Second,  no  part  of  the 
principal  of  said  fund  shall  ever  be  expended.  And  in  case  any 
part  of  said  principal  should  be  lost,  then  no  part  of  the  income 
thereof  shall  thereafter  be  expended  until  said  fund,  by  accumula- 
tion or  otherwise,  shall  have  been  restored  to  its  original  amount. 
And  the  Treasurer  of  said  Town,  or  such  person  or  persons  as  may 
have  the  charge  of  said  cemetery  and  library  funds,  shall  annually, 
at  some  legal  meeting  of  the  inhabitants  of  said  Town,  submit  for 
their  consideration  a  written  report  of  the  condition  of  said  funds, 
the  amount  of  the  same,  how  invested,  the  amount  of  income  de- 
rived therefrom,  and  to  whom  the  same  may  have  been  paid ;  and 
they  shall  also  pay  over,  semi-annually,  to  the  Trustees  of  said  ceme- 
tery, the  net  income  of  said  cemetery  fund,  and  to  the  Trustees  of 
said  library,  the  net  income  of  said  library  fund,  excepting  as  herein 
restricted  in  case  of  loss  ;  and  the  Trustees  of  said  cemetery  and 
said  library  shall  in  like  manner  report  the  amounts  received  by 
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them,  respectively,  from  the  income  of  said  funds,  and  the  purposes 
for  which  the  same  may  have  been  expended. 

Therefore,  voted^  That  the  Town,  in  legal  meeting  assembled,  this 
17th  day  of  January,  1876,  accepts  the  devise  and  bequests  of  the 
late  Moses  Edgell,  Esq.,  herein  before  recited  as  "  Item  seventh  " 
and  "  Item  tenth "  of  his  will,  under  the  conditions,  restrictions, 
and  provisions  expressed  in  said  will. 

While  thus  formally  accepting  the  generous  bequests  of  our  late 
townsman,  we  deem  it  an  act  of  justice  to  his  memory  to  record 
our  appreciation  of  his  personal  worth  and  long  public  service. 
He  was  born  August  13,  1792  ;  died  February  8,  1875,  Descended 
from  parents  and  grandparents  honored  in  civil  life,  and  distin- 
guished in  the  military  annals  of  the  colony  in  its  wars  with  the 
Indians,  and  in  the  struggles  of  the  Revolution,  he  entered  upon 
life  with  the  stimulus  of  these  ancestral  associations.  He  early 
manifested  a  worthy  ambition  to  deserve  the  confidence  of  his  fel- 
low-citizens ;  and  he  took  and  held  office,  less  for  its  private  emolu- 
ments than  for  the  opportunities  it  afforded  to  confer  benefits  on 
others,  and  promote  the  interests  of  the  Town. 

For  many  years  a  trustee  and  treasurer  of  the  Framingham  acad- 
emy ;  often  serving  as  selectman,  town  treasurer,  assessor,  and  rep- 
resentative to  the  general  court ;  one  of  the  founders  of  the  Fram- 
ingham bank,  and  the  originator  of  the  savings  bank  ;  a  trustee  of 
the  cemetery  which  bears  his  name  ;  ready  to  do  his  part  in  what- 
ever developed  industrial  prosperity,  as  well  as  the  higher  social 
and  educational  interests  of  the  people — he  filled  a  long  public 
life  usefully  and  honorably. 

His  public  bequests  to  the  objects  of  his  special  solicitude  —  the 
library  and  the  cemetery  —  so  intimately  connected  with  the  welfare 
of  the  living  and  the  sacred  repose  of  the  dead,  are  a  becoming 
close  to  his  active  service,  and  constitute  his  lasting  memorial. 

Voted,  That  as  an  expression  of  our  gratitude  and  a  memento  of 
him  who  has  put  the  Town  under  such  obligations,  the  Trustees  of 
the  Town  Library  be  authorized  to  procure  a  portrait  of  Colonel 
Edgell,  to  be  placed  in  the  Memorial  Hall  of  the  library  building ; 
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and  that  the  Town  Treasurer  be  authorized  to  pay  for  the  same 
from  the  contingent  fund  of  the  town. 


Voted,  That  this  Report  be  entered  in  full  upon  the  Town  Rec- 
ords ;  and  that  a  copy  of  these  votes  be  presented  to  Mrs.  Edgell 
by  the  Town  Clerk.

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The  Spring  Term  for  the  High  Schools  will  commence  Monday, 
April  3d,  and  continue  13  weeks. 

The  Grammar  Schools  will  commence  Monday,  April  loth,  and 
continue  12  weeks.  The  remaining  schools  will  commence  Mon- 
day, April  17  th,  and  continue  11  weeks. 

The  Fall  Term  for  the  High  Schools  will  commence  Monday, 
August  28th.    For  the  remaining  schools,  Monday,  September  4th. 

The  Winter  Term  for  all  the  schools,  will  commence  Monday, 
December  4th. 

HOLIDAYS. 

The  regular  Holidays  are  "  Decoration  day,"  the  second  day  of 
the  Annual  Cattle-Show,  and  Christmas.  February  2 2d  is  not  con- 
sidered a  holiday  for  the  schools. 


TEACHER'S.  VISITS. 

Teachers  may  visit  such  other  schools  in  town,  at  such  times  as 
the  Committee  or  Superintendent  may  indicate^  to  observe  modes  of 
discipline  and  instruction. 


"ROLL  OF  HONOR"  AND  "MERIT  ROLL." 

The  Roll  of  Honor  will  hereafter  contain  the  names  of  scholars, 
who  for  the  year  have  been  perfect  in  deportment,  and  who  have, 
in  the  judgment  of  the  Teacher,  made  the  most  earnest  and  faith- 
ful effort  in  their  studies. 

The  Merit  Roll  will  contain  the  names  of  scholars  not  absent  or 
tardy  during  the  year.  A  scholar  perfect  in  attendance  one  term 
will  receive  from  the  Teacher  a  credit  of  half  a  day,  to  be  used  to 
cancel  any  future  and  necessary  absence ;  the  Teacher  and  Superin- 
tendent to  be  judges  in  this  case.  Perfect  in  attendance  one  year 
will  entitle  the  pupil  to  three  half-day  credits,  which  may  be  used 
to  cancel  three  half-days  of  necessary  absence  the  ensuing  year, 
and  the  place  upon  the  Merit  Roll  will  be  retained. 
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SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT. 


Gentlemen  of  the  School  Committee : 

I  herewith  submit  my  fourth  Annual  Report. 

Another  year  has  closed,  and  I  trust  that  under  the  direction  of 
this  Board,  something  has  been  accomplished  for  the  advancement 
of  our  public  schools.  My  regular  visits  in  each  school  have  been 
not  less  than  six  in  a  term  of  eleven  weeks,  and  more  than  this  in 
cases  that  seemed  to  require  it.  I  have  endeavored  to  make  myself 
familiar  with  the  every-day  school-work  of  the  town.  I  have  stood 
near  to  aid  and  encourage  the  teacher  in  every  emergency.  Cases 
of  insubordination  and  truancy  have  received  careful  attention. 
The  classification  of  the  scholars  and  the  assignment  of  studies  in 
due  proportion,  havQ  been  considered.  The  discipline  and  methods 
of  instruction  in  each  school  have  been  carefully  watched.  By 
attending  teachers'  institutes,  the  meetings  of  New  England  Super- 
intendents, and  by  visiting  many  schools  in  other  towns  and  cities, 
I  have  endeavored  to  keep  myself  familiar  with  all  new  methods 
of  instruction  and  government.  By  short  and  familiar  addresses  I 
have  tried  to  do  something  for  the  cause  of  temperance,  honesty; 
truth  and  right  —  something  towards  the  foundation  of  a  truthful, 
Christian  life. 

With  the  closing  year,  I  am  happy  to  say  I  have  never  passed 
through  the  examinations  with  greater  pleasure  and  satisfaction. 
Almost  without  exception,  the  schools  are  in  good  condition  and  in 
a  state  of  gradual  improvement.   Our  corps  of  teachers  have  proved 
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themselves  worthy  of  their  calling.  Their  efforts  have  been  untir- 
ing, and  orderly  well-managed  schools  have  been  the  result.  Cases 
of  obstinate  disobedience  and  of  discipline  by  the  Superintendent, 
have  nearly  ceased.  Only  three  cases  have  been  presented  the 
past  year.  Most  of  the  teachers  have  learned  the  easy  control  of 
their  pupils,  and  a  spirit  of  good  order  and  discipline  seems  to  have 
settled  upon  their  schools. 


AVERAGE  ATTENDANCE  AND  ROLL  OF  HONOR. 

The  average  per  cent,  of  attendance  for  all  the  schools  is  88^. 
Eleven  of  the  Registers  show  a  per  cent,  of  attendance  of  90  to 
94f,  while  twelve  Registers  fall  below  90  per  cent.  The  average 
is  a  little  below  that  of  the  previous  year.  The  Increase  of  scholars 
returned  May  i,  1875  is  98  above  the  number  returned  May  i,  1874. 

The  Roll  of  Honor  has  excited  unusual  interest  the  past  year, 
and  has  risen  from  42  in  my  last  report  to  81,  an  increase  of  93  per 
cent,  nearly.  I  advise  and  request  a  modification  of  the  present 
Roll  of  Honor,  and  the  establishment  of  a  new  roll,  to  be  called  the 
"Merit  Roll."  The  Roll  of  Honor  does  not  now  show  excellence 
in  deportment  or  effort  in  study.  The  most  trying  and  troublesome 
pupil  in  school  can  easily  stand  upon  the  Roll  of  Honor,  by  simply 
avoiding  absence  and  tardiness,  while  the  truly  meritorious  scholar 
fails  to  r^ach  it  by  a  half-day's  absence,  caused  by  sickness.  I 
advise  that  the  Roll  of  Honor  hereafter  contain  the  names  of 
scholars  perfect  in  deportment,  and  who  have,  in  the  judgment  of 
the  teacher,  shown  the  greatest  effort,  and  tried  the  hardest,  in  their 
daily  studies.  I  would  have  the  "  two  and  three  talents  "  faithfully 
employed,  honored  as  well  as  the  "  five  talents." 

The  Merit  Roll  I  would  have  contain  the  names  of  pupils 
not  absent  or  tardy  during  the  year.  I  advise  that  each  scholar, 
for  every  term  of  perfect  attendance,  receive  from  the  teacher 
a  credit  of  half  a  day,  to  be  used  to  cancel  any  future  and 
necessary  absence.  The  Superintendent  and  Teacher  shall  be 
judges  in  this  case.  The  Merit  Roll  will  probably  contain  a  ma- 
jority of  those  on  the  Roll  of  Honor. 
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VOCAL  MUSIC. 

No  teacher  of  Vocal  Music  was  placed*  in  any  of  the  schools  dur- 
ing the  Spring  and  Fall  terms.  In  the  Fall  term,  Miss  Mary  Le  B. 
Esty  gave  her  services,  one  lesson  a  week,  in  the  Centre  Grammar 
School;  and  in  the  winter  she  was  employed  at  a  small  salary  to 
teach  Vocal  Music  in  the  Centre  and  So.  Framingham  Grammar 
Schools,  in  No.  i  Intermediate  and  Primary,  and  in  No.  2  Interme- 
diate and  Primary  —  six  schools.  I  was  present  at  many  of  her 
lessons.  Her  methods  of  instruction  are  those  most  approved,  and 
her  instruction  is  thorough.  The  scholars  were  interested  in  these 
lessons,  and  the  time  seemed  profitably  occupied.  The  teachers 
bore  testimony  to.  Miss  Esty's  ability  and  success.  It  is  greatly 
desired  that  this  teacher,  or  some  other,  should  give  lessons  in 
Vocal  Music  in  every  school  in  town,  except  perhaps  the  High 
schools.  A  sum  sufficient  for  this  object  would  be  so  small  that  it 
could  scarcely  be  found  in  the  general  tax.  Many  of  the  teachers, 
who  have  the  qualification,  have  faithfully  done  what  their  time 
would  allow  for  the  improvement  of  Vocal  Music  in  their  several 
schools  ;  but  Music  as  well  as  Drawing  must  be  made  one  of  the 
necessary  qualifications  for  teaching  before  any  considerable  degree 
of  success  can  be  attained.  If  Music  and  Drawing  are  made  neces- 
sary qualifications,  more  salary  must  be  paid. 


DRAWING. 

I  have  from  time  to  time,  during  the  past  year,  received  papers 
from  the  Board  of  Education  of  Massachusetts,  containing  the  laws 
affecting  towns  and  cities  in  regard  to  Drawing,  and  making  some 
suggestions  as  to  our  duty  in  the  case.  I  am  happy  to  say  that  all 
laws  have  been  complied  with,  and  all  suggestions  have  been  anti- 
cipated, In  accordance  with  the  vote  of  your  Board  a  year  ago, 
the  teachers  were  called  together  once  a  week,  in  May  and  June,  to 
receive  lessons  from  an  experienced  teacher,  a  graduate  from  the 
Normal  State  Art  School  in  Boston.    A  half  day  for  each  lesson 
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was  given  the  teachers,  and  they  zealously  and  faithfully  attended 
to  the  work.  The  lessons  were  paid  for  by  the  town,  a  "  Manual " 
of  instruction  was  furnished  to  the  teachers,  and  they  carried  Draw- 
ing into  the  schools  from  the  Grammar  to  the  Primary.  Drawing 
had  previously  been  taught,  to  some  extent,  in  several  of  the  schools, 
but  not  by  the  regular  system  of  the  "  Manual "  as  established  by 
Walter  Smith.  The  drawing  books  exhibited  at  the  several  exami- 
nations, the  drawings  upon  the  board,  and  those  placed  upon  the 
board  during  the  examination,  were  satisfactory,  and  proved  the 
past  to  have  been  a  good  year  of  beginning.  Farther  instruction 
should  be  provided  for  this  branch  in  the  High  School.  Two  or 
three  hours  of  first-class  instruction,  to  different  classes,  would  be 
of  great  value  to  this  large  school.  As  Art  study  progresses  in  our 
great  country  from  year  to  year,  I  feel  more  forcibly  than  ever  the 
remarks  which  I  made  upon  the  subject  in  my  last  two  reports. 
Some  good  material  might  have  been  prepared  for  the  centennial 
exposition,  but  after  consultation  with  the  teachers  it  was  deemed 
best  not  to  disturb  the  arrangement  of  the  winter's  work,  as  would 
require  to  be  done  to  make  our  exhibits  presentable. , 


THE  ACADEMY  AND  HIGH  SCHOOL. 

This  school  has  been  large  during  the  year,  numbering  at  one 
time  89  scholars.  It  will  probably  number  95  at  the  opening  of  the 
Spring  term.  It  has  been  largely  patronized  by  other  towns,  over 
$200  having  been  received  for  tuition  the  past  year.  This  class  of 
scholars  from  abroad  have  been  an  honor  to  the  school.  The 
course  of  study  was  thoroughly  revised  by  a  committee  in  concert 
with  the  Principal,  a  year  ago,  and  it  seems  to  meet  every  want. 
The  pretty  certain  prospect  of  an  award  of  Diplomas  has  had  a  good 
influence  in  the  school  through  the  year.  It  has  retained  some 
scholars  to  complete  the  course  the  past  year,  and  it  will  have  the 
same  influence  upon  many  others  in  the  future.  The  Diploma 
hereafter  to  be  given  for  the  full  course,  will  be  a  proper  reward  for^ 
well-doing,  and  it  will  give  character  and  influence  to  the  institu- 
tion. An  excellent  spirit  of  order  and  of  noble  effort  in  study  per- 
vades the  entire  school. 
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Towards  the  close  of  the  Fall  term,  at  the  request  of  the  Princi- 
pal and  scholars,  and  by  permission  of  the  Committee,  two  public 
entertainments  were  given  at  the  Town  Hall  by  pupils  of  the 
school,  the  proceeds  of  which  were  to  be  expended  in  the  purchase 
of  a  new  and  better  Piano  for  the  school-room.  The  affair  was  gen- 
erously assisted  by  the  ladies  of  the  town  interested  in  the  High 
School,  and  with  the  sale  of  the  old  piano,  $475  was  realized.  With 
this  sum  a  fine,  new  instrument  was  purchased,  all  side  expenses 
were  paid,  and  $48  still  remained.  This  sum  was  increased  by 
funds  in  the  hands  of  the  School  Committee  to  $92,  and  a  hand- 
some edition  of  sixteen  volumes  of  Appleton's  New  American 
Cyclopedia  was  purchased  and  added  to  the  High  School  library  of 
books  of  reference.  These  books  have  been  very  much  consulted 
by  the  school  during  the  long  Winter  term  of  fifteen  weeks.  While 
exhibitions  of  the  above  nature  are  not  expected  to  occur  often,  it 
may  be  stated  that  it  was  a  positive  benefit  to  all  who  took  a  part 
in  the  exercises,  and  was  no  injury  to  the  school  as  to  its  general 
order  and  routine  of  study. 

The  three  teachers  of  this  school  have  been  fully  employed  the 
past  year,  and  the  work  cannot  be  advantageously  done  with  a 
smaller  force.  The  school  is  obliged  by  statute  to  receive  pupils 
from  other  towns,  and  every  aid  should  be  given  to  sustain  its  pres- 
ent high  standard.

Among  eleven  registers,  this  year,  marked  "  excellent "  for  regu- 
larity of  attendance,  the  register  of  this  school  stands  the  highest 
by  one  and  two-fifths  per  cent.,  it  being  .94!.  Eighty-six  per  cent, 
of  the  pupils  were  not  tardy  during  the  year.  That  the  scholars  are 
drawn  from  a  wide  extent  of  territory,  adds  still  greater  credit  to  the 
record.  Fourteen  scholars  have  attended  from  Acton,  Sudbury  and 
Sherborn.  The  regularity  of  these  pupils,  their  scholarly  bearing, 
and  good  deportment  in  going  to  and  from  the  station,  have  been  a. 
credit  to  themselves  and  an  honor  to  the  school. 

The  change  of  hours  for  the  Winter  term  has  given  almost  uni- 
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versal  satisfaction  to  all  parties,  and  has  not  been  detrimental  to 
the  school.

General  exercises,  compositions  and  declamations  throughout  the 
year.    Written  examinations  at  least  twice  in  a  term. 

The  annual  examination  commenced  in  the  afternoon  of  March 
15th,  and  continued  through  the  day,  March  i6th  closing  with  grad- 
uating exercises  and  the  awarding  of  diplomas.  The  time  allowed 
the  examination  of  less  than  half  the  number  of  classes  and  selec- 
tions were  made  from  the  whole,  often  uniting  the  two  or  three 
divisions  of  a  class  in  one.  The  readings,  declamations  and  com- 
positions were  mostly  assigned  by  vote  of  the  scholars.  The  exer- 
cises of  the  examination  throughout  were  very  satisfactory,  and  they 
received  the  high  commendation  of  the  Examining  Committee. 

For  the  first  time  in  the  history  of  this  school,  diplomas  were 
awarded  to  a  class  of  seven  graduates,  who  have  completed  the 
four  years  course.

Mr.  Kingsbury  has  proved  himself  an  earnest, 
faithful  and  indefatigable  worker,  in  season  and  out  of  season,  and 
he  has  been  fully  seconded  in  all  his  efforts  by  his  assistants.  Miss 
Hayward  and  Miss  Moore.  The  combined  efforts  of  these  teachers 
have  closed  another  very  successful  year.

The  register,  as  a  whole,  is  good.  For  the  three  terms  respec- 
tively, 92^,  87  and  92,  nearly,  is  recorded  as  the  per  cent,  of  at- 
tendance. This  is  very  .good,  while  the  number  not  tardy  is  small. 
The  register  records  142  tardy  marks  for  the  year.  This  at  first 
view  is  surprising  in  this  well-ordered  school.  But  the  rule  of  this 
teacher  is  that  the  scholars  must  be  in  their  seats  in  one  minute 
and  a  half  after  the  bell  rings,  or  be  marked  tardy.  This  is  ample 
time,  and  the  rule  is  proper.  We  admire  a  high  record  of  regu- 
larity in  attendance,  but  we  want  no  doctored  registers.  This  par- 
tial failure  on  the  register  cannot  be  the  fault  of  the  teacher.  She 
has  been  greatly  interested  in  her  school,  and  has  labored  in  season 
and  out  of  season  for  its  advancement.  Her  methods  of  teaching 
are  systematic  and  thorough,  and  they  have  been  pursued  with 
untiring  zeal.  Much  was  expected  of  this  experienced  teacher  by 
parents  and  committee,  and  their  expectations  have  been  realized. 
The  school  is  in  excellent  condition.  This  teacher  possesses  in  a 
marked  degree  the  respect  and  confidence  of  her  pupils.

The  low  record  of  attendance  for  the  year  was  in  great  part  pro- 
duced by  the  panic  concerning  scarlet  fever  in  the  Fall  term.  The 
last  week  but  one  was  nearly  broken  up,  and  the  last  week  entirely 
broken  up  and  school  discontinued  on  account  of  the  prevailing 
sickness.  The  roll  of  honor  is  large.  The  record  of  tardiness  is 
high  and  very  commendable.  To  relieve  the  numbers  in  the  Primary 
school,  a  class  was  sent  down  in  the  Spring  and  another  in  the  Fall. 
These  classes  were  young  and  not  fully  prepared  for  the  change, 
but  it  seemed  a  necessity.  This  change  of  pupils  lowered  the  grades 
of  both,  the  Primary  and  Intermediate  schools.

The  sending  of  two  classes  to  the  Intermediate  lowered  the 
grades  and  injured  both  schools,  as  has  been  stated,  but  the  change 
was  unavoidable.  It  turned  Miss  Lincoln  aside  from  her  higher 
work,  and  left  Miss  Moulton  with  simply  an  infant  school.  This 
little  school  ran  away  in  the  scarlet  fever  panic  in  November,  and 
some  of  it  has  never  returned,  leaving  the  Winter  term  with  a  small 
school.  An  advanced  class  is  of  great  advantage,  even  in  a  Primary 
school,  as  the  smaller  pupils  learn  very  much  from  the  recitations 
of  the  older  classes.  The  per  cent,  of  attendance  and  the  register 
generally  are  below  what  it  has  usually  been,  but  the  cause  is 
obvious,  the  great  anxiety  of  parents  on  the  approach  of  scarlet 
fever.  Miss'  Moulton  has  worked  up  the  material  she  has  had  in 
hand,  with  much  faithfulness,  and  if  the  pupils  can  all  remain,  the 
grade  of  her  school  will  rapidly  rise.  At  the  examination  this  little 
school  was  interested  and  animated  in  the  several  exercises  of  read- 
ing, spelling,  singing  and  drawing,  and  afforded  much  pleasure  and 
satisfaction  to  40  visitors  present.

Miss  Cutler  has  taught  this  school  one  year.  Her  health  has  not 
been  fully  equal  to  the  task,  and  consequently  her  labors  have  been 
trying.  The  discipline  has  been  fair,  but  the  boys  have  not  gener- 
ally yielded  a  willing  obedience.  There  has  not  been  that  harmony 
and  unity  of  feeling  between  teacher  and  pupils  sufficient  to  insure 
a  tolerable  degree  of  success.  Few  teachers  can  long  endure  a  con- 
stant up-hill  work,  and  without  sympathy  from  their  pupils.  If  a 
teacher  cannot  excite  and  attract  that  sympathy,  her  case  is  hope- 
less in  that  particular  position.  The  register,  showing  an  average 
attendance  of  90I  per  cent,  for  the  year,  is  good.  Miss  Cutler  has 
been  earnest  and  faithful  in  the  discharge  of  duty,  and  the  classes 
at  the  examination  showed  that  they  had  been  well  instructed.  The 
large  number  of  eight  on  the  roll  of  honor  is  equalled  by  only  three 
schools  in  town  —  the  Centre  Grammar,  No.  i  Intermediate,  and 
No.  8  —  and  is  exceeded  only  by  the  Center  High  school.

The  standing  of  this  school  has  advanced  beyond  that  held  a 
year  ago.  Great  thoroughness  was  shown  at  the  annual  examina- 
tion in  the  several  branches  of  study.  Good  reading  has  been 
exhibited  throughout  the  year.  The  geography  and  map-drawing 
were  excellent,  and  all  the  recitations  showed  the  faithful,  earnest 
work  of  the  principal  and  the  young  ladies  of  the  Normal  school 
who  have  been  her  assistants.  This  is  now  a  model  school;, its 
reputation  is  established,  and  its  seats  will  be  constantly  filled. 


The  closing  year  gives  proof  of  gradual  improvement  and  con- 
tinued success.  As  requirements  have  multiplied  and  expectations 
increased,  the  teachers  have  put  forth  an  ever-increasing  and  corre- 
sponding effort  to  meet  the  demand.  Their  work  has  been  faith- 
fully done,  and  they  are  acquiring  an  experience  which  will  make 
the  duties  of  their  profession  easier  from  year  to  year. 

It  is  with  much  satisfaction  I  have  observed  in  many  instances, 
an  improvement  in  the  methods  of  discipline  and  the  general  con- 
duct of  the  routine  of  the  day.  The  teachers  appear  to  have  studied 
to  learn  the  true  aim  and  object  of  teaching,  and  to  reduce  its  prin- 
ciples to  the  certainty  of  science.  They  know  that  with  certain 
qualifications  and  efforts,  certain  results  follow.  They  are  studying 
to  know  why  they  follow  that  they  may  always  be  sure  of  success. 
They  are  not  satisfied  that  success  has  followed  an  effort ;  they 
wish  to  know  why  it  has  followed  that  nothing  may  be  left  to 
chance. 

Broad  is  the  field  open  to  the  skill  and  art  of  the  teacher,  and  it 
is  from  immortal  mind  the  harvest  is  to  be  gathered.  And  this  mind 
is  often  presented  for  culture  with  the  germ  of  its  possible  future 
greatness  and  grandeur,  scarcely  visible  and  surrounded  by  evils 
which  hinder  its  healthy  growth  and  imperil  its  very  existence. 
This  germ  of  the  soul  is  to  be  warmed  into  life,  to  be  expanded  and 
trained  for  the  duties  of  a  noble  manhood  and  for  the  happiness  of 
an  eternity.  Here  is  required  a  skill  in  art  and  science,  far  exceed- 
ing that  which  designs  and  works  in  wood,  iron,  or  other  perishable 
material,  which  chisels  from  marble,  portrays  upon  canvas,  or  searches 
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for  new  worlds  through  the  starry  heavens.    Under  this  weight  of 
responsibility  the  teacher  need  not  faint  or  be  discouraged.    "  As 
thy  days,  so  shall  thy  strength  be."    Study  closely  and  earnestly 
the  end  to  be  accomplished.    Be  not  disheartened  by  many  a  failure. 
Faithfulness  and  interest  in  the  work,  perseverance  and  a  constant 
self-control,  with  the  practice  and  experience  of  the  passing  years, 
are  sure  to  achieve  the  desired  object  and  to  make  teachings  like  all 
other  science,  certain  in  its  results.    A  teacher  of  many  years  expe- 
rience in  a  high  Grammar  grade  school  said  to  me,  "  I  find  teach- 
ing much  easier  than  it  was  the  first  five  years  of  my  course.  Then 
it  wore  upon  me  in  body  and  mind.    But  I  have  learned  through 
much  effort,  to  make  my  employment  comparatively  easy  and  even 
delightful."    I  watched  the  progress  of  her  school  in  its  daily  work. 
Every  word  and  look  from  the  teacher  was  gentle  and  pleasant,  yet 
persuasive  and  decisive.    Whatever  might  occur,  her  equanimity 
remained  unchanged.    A  perfect  spirit  of  order,  quiet,  harmony 
and  contentment  pervaded  the  school.    Not  an  unkind  or  harsh 
word  was  spoken,  not  a  frown  or  unkind  look  was  seen.  Every 
duty  of  the  pupils  was  a  pleasure.    Here  they  spent  their  happiest 
hours.    The  school  was  a  reflection  of  the  teacher.    She  had  the 
key  to  all  hearts.    Her  pupils  were  like  clay  in  the  hands  of  the 
skilful  potter.    She  had  reduced  her  principles  of  teaching  to  a 
science,  and  knew  that  given  efforts  would  produce  certain  sure 
results.    How  different  the  testimony  of  other  teachers,  which  if 
not  expressed,  we  read  it  in  their  schools.    "  My  school  tries  me 
more  than  in  former  years,  and  my  measure  of  success  seems  less. 
There  is  discord  between  me  and  some  of  my  pupils.    I  am  becom- 
ing weary  of  my  occupation."    This  state  of  feeling,  if  teaching  is 
to  be  continued,  should  rouse  the  teacher  to  newness  of  life  and  to 
a  close  study  and  review  of  her  field  of  duty.    The  teacher  does 
not  remain  stationary ;  there  is  either  improvement  or  depreciation 
as  time  wears  on.    The  advance  step  is  the  only  safe  and  success- 
ful one.    With  great  sympathy  for  the  teachers  in  their  labors,  and 
with  many  words  of  encouragement  which  I  feel  able  to  give,  I  add 
but  this :  Possess  your  souls  in  faithfulness,  perseverance  and  pa- 
tience, and  the  crown  of  glory  and  success  will  surely  descend.

FOR  THE 

FRAMINGHAM  ACADEMY  AND  HIGH  SCHOOL 


Candidates  for  admission  must  pass  a  satisfactory  examination  in 
Reading,  Writing  and  Spelling  ;  in  Eaton's  Intellectual  Arithmetic  ; 
the  Common  School  Geography ;  the  Common  School  Arithmetic ; 
in  Greene's  Introduction  to  English  Grammar ;  and  United  States 
History.  They  will  also  be  expected  to  have  made  some  proficiency 
in  writing  Compositions. 

Scholars  are  admitted  to  advanced  standing  whenever  age  and 
qualifications  allow. 

There  will  be  two  courses  of  study,  —  merged,  however,  into  one, 
so  far  as  the  branches  pursued  are  common  to  both. 


THE  HIGH  SCHOOL  COURSE. 

FIRST  YEAR. 

First  Half.  —  Algebra,  English  Language  and  Literature,  Botany, 
Oral  Lessons. 

Second  Half.  —  Algebra,  Book-keeping,  English  Language  and 
Literature,  Physiology,  Oral  Lessons. 
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SECOND  YEAR. 

First  Half.  —  Natural  Philosophy,  English  History,  English  Lan- 
guage and  Literature,  or  Latin,  or  French. 

Second  Half.- — Chemistry,  English  History,  English  Language 
and  Literature,  or  Latin,  or  French. 

THIRD  YEAR. 

First  Half.  —  Geometry,  Latin  or  French,  English  Language  and 
Literature,  Civil  Government  and  Constitution  of  the  United  States. 

Second  Half.  —  Geometry,  Latin  or  French,  English  Language  and 
Literature,  Physical  Geography. 

FOURTH  YEAR. 

First  Half.  —  Trigonometry  and  Surveying,  Geology  and  Miner- 
alogy, English  Language  and  Literature,  General  History. 

Second  Half.  —  Review  of  Mathematics,  Astronomy,  English  Lan- 
guage and  Literature,  General  History. 

Drawing,  music,  reading,  declamations,  recitations,  and  com- 
positions, throughout  the  course.  Impromptu  exercises  in  arith- 
metic once  a  week,  for  the  first  three  years  of  the  course.  At 
stated  intervals,  when  it  shall  seem  best  to  the  principal,  a  written 
recitation  shall  take  the  place  of  the  ordinary  oral  one,  in  each 
branch  taught,  that  the  pupils  may  learn  to  express  themselves  in 
written  as  well  as  oral  language.  For  the  first  year,  the  study  of 
the  English  language  is  to  be  the  study  of  grammatical  construc- 
tions, of  punctuation,  and  exercises  in  writing  English.  The  second 
year,  the  reading  of  the  best  English  writers,  beginning  Scott, 
Goldsmith,  or  Cowper,  in  connection  with  familiar  conversations 
upon  them,  between  the  teacher  and  the  pupils,  that  the  latter  may 
be  led  to  perceive  their  beauties  and  to  form  a  taste  for  good  read- 
ing. Exercises  in  writing  English,  as  often  as  once  in  two  weeks. 
The  same  course  in  literature  to  be  continued  for  the  last  two  years. 
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Norton's  Physics,  Andrews'  Civil  Government,  Gray's  How 
Plants  Grow,  Loomis'  Geometry. 

.  These  are  the  only  new  books. 

Pupils  from  other  towns  are  admitted  to  either  course  on  pay- 
ment of  tuition.  Terms,  $5.25  for  common  English  branches; 
$6.50  for  Languages  and  higher  English  branches, — for  a  term  of 
thirteen  weeks,  and  in  the  same  proportion  for  a  longer  term.
